And,  wlieroas  the  said  Companie;?  liave  potiuoned  that  tho  paidAr-ree- 
ment  .should  bo  confirmed,  and  it  i.s  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  ot"  the 
Saul  Petition;  'rheveforc,  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
con.sent  ot  tlie  Logislativo  Council  and  Assembly  of  Canada,  enacts  aa 

1.  The  Agreement,  hearing  date  the  seventh  day  of  July,  one   thou- 
sand eight  lumdrcd  and  sixty-four  and  mad-  between  the  Grand  Trunk 
RaiJM-ay  Company  of  Canada  of  the  one  part  and  the  BufFalo  and  Lake 
,.-  Y"^'°"  ^^'^'^^'^y  Company  of  the  other  part,  which  said  agreement  forms 
15  the  bchednle.:  to  tins  Act,  i.s  hereby  confrrmcd,  and  all  the  power?,  provi- 
sions, stipulations,  covenants,  premises,  agreements,  and  all  and  singu- 
lar other   the  matters  in  the  said  agrooment  contained,  .shall  bo  valid 
and  binding  as  fully  and  as  ollcctually,   and  .shaH  in   all  respects  have 
the  sauio  force  and  oftect  as    though  the  same  were  and  every  of  them 
20  was  expre;-ij)ly  oniboir..ii  in  this  Act. 

S.  For  and  notliwiili.standing  anything  in  the  tenth,  eleventh  and 
twelfth  sections  or  elsewhere  in  the  said  Agreement  contained  to  the 
contrary,  the  .said  Agreement  set  out  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act,  ia 
hereby  declared  to  be,  and  the  same  is  the  "formed  agreement"  between 
'Zo  the  said  companies  therein  referred  to,  and  this  Act  i.s  hereby  declared 
to  be,  and  is  the  Act  of  Parliament  therein  also  referred  to. 

1,  n-'  i'^'^*''  f'^^''''"'-^  ■^^■'•"^^'  Railway  Company  of  Canada,  in  working  the 
RuSalo  and  L:vke  Huron  Railway,  shall  have  the  right  to  use,  exercise 
and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  immunities  and  other  the 
3U  premises  created  or  conferred  upon  theEuflalo  and  Lake  Huron  Railway 
Company  by  all  Acts  of  J.^irliament  relating  to  the  Buffalo  and  Lake 
Huron  Railway  (Jompany  or  otherwise. 

4.  Meetings  of  the  Shareholders  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lake   Huron 

Railway  Company,  whether  general  or  special,  may  bo  held  hi  the  City 

io  ot   London    or   elsewhere,  in   England,  and  may  do  all   the   acts  and 

exercise   all  the  powers  that  any  such  meeting  could  do  or  exercise  if 

held  in  Canada. 


5.  Tho  meetings  of  the  Diieclors  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron 
Railway  Company  may,  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  be  held  at  any 
place  in  England  or  in  Canada,  or  in  both,  that  a.  majority  of  the  flaid 
Directors  shall  from  timo  to  time  by  reaolutinn  or  otherwise  determine. 

6.  Jt  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Shareholders  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  i' 
Huron  Bailway  Company  at  any  general   meeting,  by  resolution,  to 
reduce  tho  numbRv  of  Dircctorfi  of  the  said  Company  to  not  less  than 
three. 

SCHEDULE  TO  THE  PRECEDING  ACT. 


Tjiis  A«reeme;.t,  made  this  seventh  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  between  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Com- 
pany of  Canada  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Rail- 
way Company  of  the  other  part, 

Witneaseth,  that  the  said  CorapanicH  do  for  themselves  respcctivclj 
and  their  respective  successors  covenant  each  with  the  other  of  them  and 
its  successors  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say  : 

1.  The  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Railway  Company  shall  forthwith 
raise  seventy-five  thousand  pounds,  to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of 
tho  Joint  Coniiiiittee  hereinafter  mentioned,  towards  the  laying  down  of 
a  third  rail  on  tho  Railway  between  Buffalo  and  Stratford,  a  )id  t 
erection  of  a  bridge  over  tho  Niagara  river  near  Buffalo. 

2.  As  from  the  firyt  day  of  July  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  or  the  other  day  on  which  tho  Avorking  of  the  Buffalo  mid 
Lake  Huron  Railway  shall  be  undertaken  by  tlic  (»rand  Trunk  Com- 
pany, the  net  recc-iptb  of  the  two  undertakirga  shall  bt;  divided  between 
the  two  Coinpimies,  afK^r  deduction  of  iimoiintii  expended  for  renewal  of 
raib,  ct  cciera,  iu  tlic  i'ollowing  proportions,  namely: —

two  undertakings  on  Amevicaji  currency  tLing 
divided  ir>  each  year  in  tlie  same  proportions. 

3.  As  beiAveen  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Company  on  tho  ono 
hand,  nnd  tlie  holders  of  tlie  securities  specified  in  the  Schedule  hereto 
on  tlie  otlier  hand,  the  interest  payable  on  the  mortgage  debentures  and 
the  deferred  debentures  specified  therein  according  to  their  respective 
rights  and  priorities  among  themselves,  shall  be  the  first  charges  on  the 
proportion  of  net  receipts  from  time  to  time,  payable  to  tho  Buffalo  and 
Lake  Huron  Company,  and  so  long  as  that  proportion  is  duly  paid  to 
that  Company,  none  of  those  holders  nor  the  mortgagees  for  any  of 
them  sh.'ill  exercise  any  of  their  powers  or  rights  against  the  undertak- 
ing, Railway  property,  or  effects  of  that  Company,  except  their  propor- 
tion of  net  receipts,  but  those  powers  and  rights  shall  be  suspended. 

4.  Any  additional  capital  required  for  the  purcbas^e  of  stock,  or  for 
new  works  in  connection  with  the  through  traffic  of  the  two  lines,  shall 
be  raised  and  applied  by  and  under  the  said  joint  Committee,  and  be  a 
first  charge  on  the  joint  net  receipts  of  the  two  undertakings  at  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  it  being  understood  that  the  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  pounds  now  being  raised  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Company  ia  not 
to  be  considered  as  raised  for  joint  purposes.

the  option  of  the  holders  individually  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron 
oajiitii.1,  andtln'  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Company  shall  not,  until  after 
the  e.xpirnlion  of  the  six  years  provided  by  this  clause,  pay  any  divi- 
dend on  its  share  capital,  without  first  extinguishing  its  floating  debt. 

fl.  The  control  and  working  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  under- 
li'.kin;'  .shall,  frotn  the  time  of  its  bein_:^  liandod  over  as  aforesaid  to  the 
Oand  Trunk  Company,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Cotiipariv,  under  a  joint  committee,  consisting  of  two  nominees  from  the 
R'lard  «f  each  Company,  all  matters  on  which  they  differ  being  referred 
to  arl)iirali(ui,  and  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Board  sliall,  from  time 
to  time,  noniiuate  one  of  their  own  body,  v.ho  shall,  ex-offioio.,  have  a 
Hoiit  jit  the  ( I  rand  Trunk  Board  as  erne  of  tluit  body.

IC.  A  more  formal  agreement  for  carrying  tliese  heads  into  effect,  to 
be  «<?ttl(!d  oil  behalf  of  tlie  two  Companies  by  counsel,  to  be  (if  not 
agreed  on)  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  United  Kingdom 
or  fty  the  said  Chancellor  or  Chief  Justice,  with  such  details  and  nci- 
de-ntal  provisions  as  such  counsel  may  think  fit,  and  with  such  modifica- 
tion, if  any,  as  the  Companies  mutually  agree  to,  and  to  be  executed 
uuiler  seal,  and  to  be  binding  on  them  respectively. 

11.  Application  shall  be  made  to  Parliament  in  "the  year  one  thousand 
ftiglit  liundred  and  sixty-four  to  sanction  the  foregoing  agreement  in  so 
fur,  if  at  all.  as  the  same  may  not  be  within  the  existing  powers  of  the 
Companies,  and  such  application  Bhall  be  renewed  from  time  to  time,  if 
ruMurHsary,  and  may  be  so  made  or  renewed  by  either  party  at  the  joint 
CxpefiHo  (d"  the  parties  hereto  (the  other  party  hereby  agreeing  not  in 
mj  wuy  to  oppose,  but  in  all  ways  to  assist  and  assent  to  the  same),  in 


any  aeaaioa  or  eesiions  during  tho  said  term  oF  twenty -uuo  years,  sub- 
ject to  tho  susponftions  provided  for  by  clauso  three. 

12.  This  agreomoat,  and  tho  formal  agrcomont,  and  any  Act  of  Par- 
liarinent  so  applied  for  to  bo  in  all  respects  subject  and  without  prf»judico 
to  tho  mortgages,  bonds,  Hocuritios,  powers,  rights  and  intei'ost  of  tho 
bon<l-crodit(jrs  of  the  Buffalo  and  Lake  Huron  Company  for  the  aggre- 
gate aum  of  five  hundred  thousand  pound?,  or  thereabouts,  as  specified 
in  fho  Schodtilo  hereto,  and  the  interest  and  arrears  of  interest  thereon, 
and  of  the  mortgages  in  trust  for  them,  and  due  provision  for  them  ro- 
spcctiroly  to  bdraado  accordingly  by  thf^  formal  agreement  and  the  Act 
of  Parliament  respectively.  But,  except  under  clause  five,  if  tho  option 
thereby  given  bo  exercised,  tlioac  mortgages,  hondn,  f.ocurities,  powers, 
rights  and  interests  respectively,  not  to  be  extended  so  ns  to  comprise 
>r  relate  to  any  undcrtuhing,  railway,  oi-  property,  rcveni'cs,  tolls, 
rcius  or  i)rofits  other  than  the  present  uiulcrtaking,  railway  and  pro- 
perty of  tho  Builalo  and  Lake  Huron  Company,  and  tlie  revenues, 
tolls,  rents  and  profitis  arising  from  the  same.
